Office Action and Applicant's Response 

Office Action Analysis and Argument: 

"Petitioner has not provided a statement describing the system used for recording an Office 
communicaiton received at the correspondence address of record with the USPTO . It follows that 
Petitioner has not established that the docekting system is sufficiently reliable. 

Petitioner's Response: 

Petitioner apologizes to the Office of Petitions for inadvertently not providing a statement 
describing the system used for recording an Office communication received at the 
correspondence address of record with the USPTO. 

Petitioner provides via declaration a description of the system in place. As stated in 
Petitioner's declaration: 

"At the correspondence address of record with the USPTO: 

i. Each day, all mail is placed in a master in-box located in center of the working area. 

ii. All USPTO and foreign patent mail is immediately placed on the desk of Richard Alan 
Haase on the left side; wherein, each piece of mail is separated from one another; and 
wherein, Mr. Haase keeps in order of receipt until acted upon. 

iii. In addition to placing on the desk of Richard Alan Haase, the docket of a patent 
application for an associated patent piece of mail is adjusted to indicate the piece of 
mail and required date of response. Between the patent file and the docket, the record 
includes, the application number, attorney docket number, the mail date of the Office 
action and the due date for the response 

iv. After management of patent related mail, all business related mail is transferred from 
the master in-box to the desk in which responsibility of the business mail resides. 
Repeating, business related mail is handled AFTER patent related mail. 

v. Once a piece of mail related to a patent matter is acted upon by Richard Alan Haase, 
the file and the docket for that patent matter are updated and filed."
